How  to  Plant  Roses  For  Best  Results 


If  good  stock  is  planted  there  will  be  few  failures  in  growing  Roses  if  the  plants  are  properly  and 
carefully  planted.  Growing  Roses  however,  is  a  different  proposition  from  growing  Geraniums  and 
every  reasonable  care  should  be  employed  that  will  help  to  promote  the  highest  degreie  of  success. 
These  are  the  reasons  why  we  go  into  these  details  here.  When  your  Roses  arrive  do  not  allow  the 
shipment  to  lay  around  unopened.  Unpack  the  plants  at  once  and  soak  thnm  tops  as  well  as  roots, 
over  night  in  a  tub  of  water  so  they  will  take  up 
as  much  moisture  as  possible.  In  preparing  the 
holes  for  the  plants  be  sure  to  provide  plenty  of 
room  for  the  roots;  do  not  cramp  them  nor  wind 
them  around  in  a  ball;  spread  them  out,  cover 
carefully  with  a  little  soil  and  work  this  down 
around  each  root  to  avoid  air  pockets.  But  before 
this  is  done  mix  up  a  fairly  thick  mud  batter  in  a 
pail,  dip  the  roots  in  this  and  then  set  the  plants 
in  the  holes  prepared  for  them.  Gradually  fill  the 
holes  with  soil  to  within  a  couple  inches  of  the  top, 
pressing  it  down  firmly  and  well,  then  give  as  much 
water  as  the  soil  will  take  up  and  complete  the 
planting  by  filling  in  the  last  couple  of  inches  with 
unmoistened  soil  which  you  will  leave  loose  in  order 
to  retard  evaporation.  Another  excellent  plan  that 
many  gardners  use  is  to  fold  a  double  thickness  of 
newspaper  in  funnel  form  around  each  plant,  tieing 
it  loosely  at  the  ground  and  leaving  it  open  grad¬ 
ually  upward.  This  is  removed  after  growth  starts 
and  is  used  to  temporarily  protect  the  plants  from 
the  sun  and  wind  until  they  have  started  growth. 

Be  sure  to  set  the  plants  deeply  enough;  just  a 
little  deeper  than  they  show  they  originallv  stood 
in  the  nursery  rows.  Get  the  bud  or  graft  of  each 
plant  underground.  A  mulch  for  summer  around 
the  plants  will  be  of  value.  You  can  use  peat  moss, 
ground  tobacco  stems  or  even  lawn  clippings.  By 
following  these  few  simple  planting  instructions  you 
should  be  assured  of  abundant  success  and  a  real 
■crop  of  fine  Roses  within  just  a  few  weeks  after 
the  plants  have  gone  into  your  garden.  Roses  have 
been  truly  called  the  “Queens  of  the  Garden.”  If 
you  plant  them  liberally  you  should  be  well  repaid 
in  the  pleasure  and  satisfaction  they  will  bring.

Care  of  the  Lawn  and  Garden 


ARE  OF  THE  LAWN.  A  rich,  deep  velvety-green  lawn  invar¬ 
iably  attracts  the  eye  and  is  the  envy  oi  those  who  pass  by. 
Such  a  lawn  is  comparable  to  the  frame  that  surrounds  a 
valuable  painting,  sets  it  off  and  enriches  the  whole.  A  well 
kept  lawn  adds  many  dollars  to  the  appearance  and  value 
of  the  home.  It  is  a  continuing  delight  to  those  who  dwell 
therein.  It  is  neither  difficult  nor  expensive  to  have  a  neatly  groomed 
lawn  which  is  sure  to  be  “a  thing  of  beauty  and  a  joy  forever.”  The 
expenditure  of  just  a  little  time  and  money  can  be  found  to  work  wonders 
but,  in  planning  for  lawn  building  or  lawn  improvement,  it  should  be 
gone  about  in  the  right  manner  rather  than  in  a  haphazard  way. 

In  making  a  new  lawn  the  soil  should  be  well  enriched  with  a  good 
organic  manure,  well  spaded,  then  seeded  and  rolled.  Where  the  lawn  is 
small  and  no  roller  available  the  soil  may  be  tamped  down  lightly  with 
the  rake  or  hoe  head  after  the  seed  has  been  sown.  Two  ideal  months  for 
making  a  new  lawn  are  March  and  October.  Only  the  very  best  grass  seed 
should  be  used  and  this  should  be  sown  at  the  rate  of  one  pound  of  seed 
to  each  250  sq.  ft.  of  lawn. 

In  either  making  a  new  or  repairing  an  old  lawn,  if  the  soil  has  be¬ 
come  acid,  evidenced  by  caking  or  lumping,  or  by  bare  spots  or  a  thin 
stand  of  grass,  it  will  be  well  to  make  an  application  of  AGRICULTURAL 
LIME  in  order  to  sweeten  and  alkalinize  the  soil.  Broadcast  the  Lime 
liberally  enough  to  show  a  good  white  color. 

An  excellent  and  inexpensive  method  of  repairing  bare  spots  on  the 
lawn  is  to  remove  an  inch  or  two  of  the  old  soil  and  replace  this  with 
a  mixture  of  three  parts  of  good  TOP  SOIL  to  one  part  of  LEAF  MOULD. 
Then  seed  and  lightly  rake  the  spots  and  tamp  or  roll  down  firmly.  This 
should  give  a  quick  stand  of  new  grass. 

Few  of  us  escape  the  worry  of  summer  grass  springing  up  in  our 
lawns.  This  grass  dies  down  with  the  first  frost  and  leaves  unsightly 
spots.  To  control  this  situation,  as  well  as  the  weed  problem,  we  suggest 
the  use  of  PREPARED  LAWN  SAND  which  is  ordinary  sand  with  a  chemical 
mixture.  Scatter  the  sand  on  the  lawn  at  the  rate  of  six  pounds  to  each 
100  sq.  ft.  Apply  when  the  dew  is  on  the  grass  and,  while  it  may  temp¬ 
orarily  discolor  the  grass  it  will  do  no  permanent  damage  to  the  finer 
lawn  grasses  but  discourages  and  helps  to  eliminate  weeds  and  summer 
grasses. 

Sick  lawns  are  often  in  need  of  a  stimulant  as  well  as  food.  Such  a 
stimulant  is  AMMONIUM  SULPHATE.  If  the  grass  is  thin,  lacking  in 
color  and  well  sprinkled  with  weeds,  this  treatment  is  surely  in  order  and 
this  is  the  right  “medicine.”  Apply  at  the  rate  of  two  pounds  to  each 

100  sq.  ft.  and  then  use  the  hose  to  wash  the  chemical  off  the  grass  blades 

and  down  to  the  roots  where  it  belongs.  Analyzing  about  25  per  cent 
ammonia  a  stimulation  of  grass  growth  may  be  noted  almost  at  once. 

Every  lawn  should  be  fertilized  or  fed  not  less  than  once  yearly  and 
an  application  of  FARGO-POULTO,  a  dry  pulverized  Poultry  Manure,  is  ex¬ 
cellent  for  this  purpose,  both  because  this  is  the  richest  of  all  farm 

manures  as  well  as  quite  inexpensive.  A  little  goes  a  long  way.  It  may 

be  applied  either  spring  or  fall  and  a  50-lb.  bag  will  be  sufficient  to  treat 
750  to  1,000  sq.  ft.  of  lawn. 

Lawns  should  be  regularly  mowed  but  not .  clipped  too  close.  It  is 
an  excellent  idea  to  set  the  back  wooden  roller  down  as  far  as  it  will  go. 
A  height  of  1  inches  after  mowing  the  lawn  is  ideal.  This  allows 
enough  grass  to  gather  and  store  up  in  the  roots  the  nourishment  which 
is  so  essential  to  proper  growth. 

An  occasional  light  application  of  DUTCH  WHITE  CLOVER  will  help 
to  further  enhance  and  beautify  the  lawn  and  to  add  that  rich  velvety- 
green  appearance  so  much  desired.  There  are  also  scientifically  blended 
grass  seed  mixtures  especially  designed  for  use  in  shaded  locations  where 
ordinary  mixtures  do  not  do  well.  In  shade  where  grass  will  not  grow  at 
all,  as  we  sometimes  find  to  be  the  case  under  trees  and  in  other  places, 
the  best  solution  we  can  offer,  and  an  excellent  one,  is  to  plant  CREPE 
MYRTLE,  setting  the  plants  four  or  five  inches  apart  each  way.  These 
soon  spread  and  create  an  evergreen  carpet  that  requires  no  care  what¬ 
soever.  In  the  summer  these  bear  small  lilac  colored  single  flowers  like 
stars  on  the  lawn.  Excellent  too  for  embankments,  terraces  and  other 
spots  difficult  or  impossible  to  mow. 

ROSES,  PEONIES,  EVERGREENS 


Yes,  and  your  Hardy  Borders  too;  Rock  Gardens  and  all  Annual 
Flowers  should  receive  annual  liberal  applications  of  well  rotted  COW 
MANURE.  It  is  the  ideal  natural  fertilizer  for  it  is  gentle,  quick  in  its 
action,  rich  in  quality  and  most  effective.  When  well  rotted  this  material 
is  almost  without  odor  and  may  be  obtained  shredded  for  more  convenient 
use  and  sold  at  a  price  within  the  reach  of  flower  lovers  generally. 
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MILDEW  AND  BLACK  SPOT  ON  ROSES 

One  of  the  most  annoying  things  in  rose  growing  is  to  have  the  foliage 
marred  by  mildew  and  black  spot  with  resultant  damage  to  the  plant* 
themselves.  To  insure  lovely  blooms  and  clean,  handsome  foliage  all  dur¬ 
ing  the  growing  season  the  dust  gun  must  be  used  at  least  once  a  week 
as  well  as  after  every  rain.  In  the  morning,  while  the  dew  is  still  on 
them,  an  application  of  DUSTING  SULPHUR  should  be  used  but  the  ap¬ 
plications  should  be  begun  before  mildew  and  blackspot  appear  for  this 
is  a  preventive  and  not  a  cure.  Roses  are  gross  feeders  and  should  re¬ 
ceive  liberal  applications  of  ROTTED  COW  MANURE  dug  in  the  soil  in 
spring  and  a  second  application,  late  in  summer,  also  would  be  beneficial. 

THE  WONDERS  OF  A  TOBACCO  MULCH 

Ground  Tobacco  Stems  spread  evenly,  *4  to  *4  in.  deep  over  beds 
and  borders  well  repay  the  time  and  expense  of  this  treatment.  Here  is 
what  such  a  mulch  may  be  expected  to  do  for  your  flowers.  1.  Keeps  down 
weeds  and  makes  hoeing  unnecessary.  2.  Drives  out  insect  pests,  worms, 
snails,  moles,  etc.  3.  Keeps  the  soil  cool  and  moist  even  in  the  hot  dry 
days  of  midsummer.  4.  Conserves  moisture  in  the  soil  by  retarding  evap¬ 
oration.  5.  Gives  beds  a  neat  tobacco-brown  blanket  and  adds  to  the 
orderly  appearance.  6.  Has  a  certain  fertilizer  and  humus  value  when 
dug  into  the  ground  the  succeeding  spring  before  a  new  mulch  is  applied. 
Once  you  have  experienced  the  satisfaction  and  advantage  of  a  mulch  of 
GROUND  TOBACCO  STEMS  you  are  not  apt  to  discontinue  the  practice. 

TOBACCO  DUST  A  VALUABLE  CARDEN  AID 

It  is  extensively  used  on  golf  greens  and  fine  lawns  because  of  both 
its  fertilizer  and  insecticide  values.  Its  potash  and  nitrogen  content  feed 
the  fine  roots  of  the  grass  and  the  nicotine  acts  to  drive  out  ants,  worms, 
moles,  snails,  grubs,  etc.  Before  digging  your  flower  beds  it  is  good 
practice  to  liberally  apply  TOBACCO  DUST  and  dig  it  into  the  soil  to 
discourage  these  numerous  insect  pests.  TOBACCO  DUST  is  finely  ground 
and  also  useful  for  dusting  plants  to  control  green  aphis,  plant  lice,  thrip 
and  other  soft  bodied  insects,  and  also  for  working  into  the  soil  of  potted 
plants,  porch  and  window  boxes. 

LEAF  MOULD  AND  TOP  SOIL 

The  use  of  these  items  in  repairing  worn  lawns  has  already  been 
described.  LEAF  MOULD  is  valuable  for  the  mulching  of  Shrubbery  and 
Evergreens  and  for  improving  poor  soil  lacking  in  humus.  This  material 
is  fine,  rich,  fluffy  decayed  oak  leaves  from  the  woods  and  is  an  important 
ingredient  for  mixing  with  soil  to  be  used  in  potting  plants.  The  TOP 
SOIL  we  supply  is  from  ground  out  of  cultivation,  not  depleted  by  crop¬ 
ping,  sifted  and  bagged  for  shipment  and  in  demand  especially  in  city 
sections  where  a  good  top  soil  is  not  available. 

IMPORTED  GRANULATED  PEAT  MOSS 

This  material  has  many  well  understood  usee  and  is  in  very  great 
demand.  It  is  used  in  heavy  clay  soils  for  making  them  lighter  and 
more  porous  and  in  light  sandy  soils  to  hold  the  moisture  that  otherwise 
would  be  quickly  evaporated.  Widely  used  as  a  mulch  for  plantings  of 
Rhododendrons  and  Azaleas  where  an  acid  soil  condition  is  desirable.  Also 
an  excellent  mulch  for  Dahlias.  Used  as  a  winter  mulch  it  prevents  the 
alternate  freezing  and  thawing  which  destroys  so  many  plants.  Having 
the  porosity  of  a  sponge  it  also  holds  and  retains  valuable  moisture  so 
essential  to  plant  life.  An  excellent  storage  material  in  which  to  winter 
bulbs  and  roots  in  the  cellar  and  protects  them  from  drying  out.  Large 
imported  bales  of  PEAT  MOSS  measure  about  40  x  22  x  22  inches.  For 
mulching  shrubs  and  evergreens  it  should  be  applied  three  to  four  inches 
deep. 


SOME  FACTS  ABOUT  SOIL  ACIDITY 

Certain  plants  require  an  acid  instead  of  an  alkaline  soil  for  proper 
results.  Amongst  these  we  find  the  Rhododendrons.  Azaleas  and  Kalmias. 
Pink  Hydrangeas  if  planted  in  acid  soil  will  produce  blue  flowers.  To 
create  an  acid  condition  in  the  soil  apply  ALUMINUM  SULPHATE  at  the 
rate  of  ten  pounds  for  each  100  sq.  ft.  so  treated. 

BONE  MEAL  AND  ITS  USES 

This  is  an  excellent  fertilizer  but  many  do  not  clearly  understand 
that  it  is  slow  in  action  as  it  must  first  decay  in  the  soil  in  order  to 
realize  its  fertilizing  elements  and  therefore  is  not  desirable  for  all  pur¬ 
poses.  For  Roses,  used  in  connection  with  manure,  the  manure  will  act 
first  and  the  bone  meal  will  provide  an  excellent  feast  for  the  roses  later 
in  the  season.  BONE  MEAL  is  fine  for  shrubbery,  for  bulbs  planted  in 
the  fall,  and  for  Lilies.  (Manure  should  NEVER  be  used  in  planting 
Lilies.)

QUICK  ACTION  FERTILIZERS 

Where  a  quick  stimulation  of  plant  growth  is  desired  in  preference 
to  soil  improvement  we  can  make  two  recommendations.  NITRATE  OP 
SODA  is  a  strong  forcer  rather  than  a  soil  enricher.  Where  quick  succu¬ 
lent  growth  is  desired,  such  as  Lettuce,  Sweet  Com,  etc.,  Nitrate  of  Soda 
is  a  valuable  chemical.  Mixed  with  sand  and  applied  at  the  rate  of 
200  to  500  lbs.  to  the  acre  or,  if  you  may  desire  to  use  it  in  a  small  way, 
dissolve  two  ounces  to  one  gal.  of  water  and  apply  occasionally  with  a 
sprinkling  can.  If  your  object  is  to  grow  maximum  crops  you  must  fur¬ 
nish  your  plants  with  Nitrogen  and  the  best  method  is  with  Nitrate  of 
Soda  used  in  addition  to  your  other  manures  or  fertilizers.  DRIED  BLOOD 
MEAL  is  another  of  the  quick  acting  fertilizers  which,  running  high  in 
nitrogen  and  about  16  per  cent  ammonia,  it  will  produce  quickly  apparent 
results.  It  is  excellent  as  a  top  dressing  for  Roses,  Chrysanthemums  and 
all  kinds  of  pot  plants. 

MURIATE  OF  POTASH  FOR  DAHLIAS 

And  also  for  all  other  root  crops,  being  an  essential  element  for  crops 
of  this  class  as  it  is  about  60  per  cent  potash.  One  part  muriate  of 
potash  to  four  parts  Bone  Meal,  applied  in  July  or  August,  makes  an  ex¬ 
cellent  top  dressing  for  Dahlias,  using  a  handful  to  each  plant.  Applied 
to  garden  crops  use  TOO  lbs.  to  the  acre  in  combination  with  other  fer¬ 
tilizer. 


MANY  TREES  NEED  TO  BE  FED 

Valuable  flowering  trees  and  young  growing  trees  will  be  much  im¬ 
proved  by  a  little  care.  Use  an  iron  bar  to  make  a  series  of  holes  one 
foot  deep  in  a  circle  around  the  tree  at  a  distance  equal  to  the  outer 
spread  of  the  limbs.  Pour  a  good  handful  of  Bone  Meal  in  each  hole 
and  fill  to  the  top  with  fine  soil.
